week . 
But without regard to what 
may he the status of the deadlock at 
the close of the presen t week the gov­ 
ern or will have plen ty cf reason s for 
callin g the special session . 
Besides the admin istration measures 
that may fall because of the clogged 
con dition of the hopper ii^ the house, 
there is a gen eral feelin g that the su­ 
preme court will again pun ch the 
primary law full of holes, n ecessitatin g 
a n ew law, un less the leaders have be­ 
come con vin ced that the operation ot 
the law thus far has work ed sufficien t 
turmoil within the party in Illin ois. 


W ill Adjourn Saturday. 
On e thin g is settled, an d that is that 
there will be a sin e die adjourn men t 
n ex t Saturday . That leaves six work ­ 
in g day s in which to dispose of several 
hun dred bills, an d it would be almost 
a phy sical impossibility to call the roll 
on all the bills, even if they were up 
on the calen dar where they could be 
reached. 
What is particularly con cern in g the 
govern or is that most of his admin is­ 
tration measures are at the foot of the 
list, an d man y of them, in fact, are 
still slumberin g in the committees. 
Amon g these are the asy lum, railroad, 
civil service an d in suran ce bills, an d 
the govern or’s idea of how the deep 
waterway should be built, which idea 
is n ot at all shared by the lower house, 
because it is con sidered more of a 
water power proposition , as the gov­ 
ern or’s commission has outlin ed it, 
than a ship can al idea. 
Although 
Speak er 
Shurtleff 
has 
plan n ed to hold day an d n ight session s 
all the week , it begin s to look as if 
most of the time would be tak en up 
in pushin g through the purely local 
bills which members of the house wan t 
to help them in their respective dis­ 
tricts. If this program is carried out, 
then there is little lik elihood that 
man y of the big measures supported 
by the admin istration will have seen 
the light of day when the gavel falls 
n ex t Saturday . 


Have Chance In Special Session. 
Un der such con dition s the govern or 
feels that he would be justified in call­ 
in g the lawmak ers back to tak e up al­ 
most ex clusively admin istration meas­ 
ures. 
As a m atter of fact, It Is in a 
special session that such measures 
stan d the best chan ce of bein g en acted 
In to law, for the reason that there are 
n ot a thousan d an d on e other thin gs 
to in volve the situation .

Quite a s much interest ha s been 
a wa kened a mong the women in the 
west over this tourna ment %s a mong 
those in the ea st a nd in Grea ter New 
York. Miss Gertrude Hull of Chica go, 
who won the Olympic cha mpionship 
a t St. Louis; Miss Birdie Kern, da ugh­ 
ter of Ma rtin Kern of St. Louis, the 
former na tiona l cha mpion; Miss Herr­ 
ma nn. da ughter of Ga rry Herrma nn of 
Cincinna ti, cha irma n of the na tiona l 
ba seba ll commission; Miss Bergma n of 
Phila delphia a nd ma ny women bowl­ 
ers of note will a ll be competitors for 
the dia mond meda l.

In this competition, a s In tha t for 
the men a nd boys, where tourna ment 
conditions ma ke the result extremely 
open, every woma n bowler will ha ve 
a n equa l cha nce to win the dia mond 
trophy a nd the world’s cha mpionship. 
Ra ther rema rka ble a re the results 
when a person with a n inclina tion for 
ma thema tics delves into figures per* 
ta ining to the na tiona l bowling cha m­ 
pionship tourna ment. 
On the ba sis tha t 500 five ma n tea ms 
will compete, there will be 30.000 
ga mes rolled—300,000 fra mes. Figur­ 
ing on eighteen ba lls to a ga me, 540,- 
000 deliveries will be ma de.

ENRY H. ROGERS, the million- 
aire S tandard Oil man. who 
died oi ai>cff>lex y on May 19 in 
New York, had not been in 
ru gged health for some time. 
Mr. Rogers was one of the best 
known 
men 
in 
financial 
affairs in 
Am erica, bu t his name was less often 
in prim than the nam es of some other 
v ery w ealthy men. He was au enthu si­ 
astic y achtsm an and v ery often took 
parties of friends on cru ises. 
Since 
M ark T w ain’s retu rn from his long 
residence abroad Mr. Rogers on more 
than one occasion made the hu m orist 
one of his y achting gu ests, and it was 
som ething of a toss-u p on those trips 
w hether Mr. Rogers got the more fu n 
ou t of Mr. Clemens or Mr. Clemens 
had the more sport w ith his host. The 
y acht of these recent v oy ages was the 
K anaw ha. 
Some y ears ago Mr. Rog­ 
ers’ y acht w as the Lotow au a. 
Mr. Rogers* bu siness interests w ere 
div ersified. 
He was an officer or di­ 
rector of a t least tw enty -fiv e corpora­ 
tions. 
He w as president of the Am al­ 
gam ated Copper company , v ice presi­ 
dent of the Anaconda Mining com­ 
pany , v ice president of the A tlantic 
Coast Electric R ailw ay company , v ice 
president of the Brookly n Union Gas 
com pany , president of the National 
T ransit company , president of the Rich­ 
mond 
Light and Railroad company , 
v ice president of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany and v ice president of the United 
M etals Selling com pany . 
H e was a di­ 


y ears. 
Bartholom ew Taber, a paint- 
shop proprietor in Fairhav en, heard 
from Charles P ratt of the P ra tt oil 
works in Brookly n that his company 
was looking for a bright y ou ng New 
Englander. 
Rogers was su mmoned 
from M cClintock’s. on Oil creek, where 
he had m astered in a su rprisingly 
short tim e all of the details of the pro 
du eing bu siness. Mr. Rogers before he 
left Pennsy lv ania had become cou nect- 
| ed with the Pennsy lv ania Salt com­ 
pany of N atrona, which operated one 
of the largest refineries on the Alle­ 
gheny 
riv er in connection 
w ith its 
! chemical works. 
D u ring the civ il w ar 
he had contribu ted to the Union cau se 


j and aided soldiers. 
1 
It w asn't long before Mr. Rogers 
i w as an Im portant factor in the firm 
of C harles P ra tt & Co., hav ing beeu 
taken in as a partner. 
This part­ 
nership continu ed u ntil the form ation 
of the Standard Oil com pany in 1S7 4, 
when the u nion of the chief refineries 
of New York. Philadelphia. Clev eland 
and P ittsbu rg w as effected. 
Mr. Rog- 
I ers becam e the chairm an of the man 
u factu ring com m ittee of the com bina­ 
tion and also one of the tru stees. From 
that day u ntil his death he waft one 
of the controlling forces In tbe affairs 
of tha t company . 
It has been said of 
him tha t he had m ore, actu al ex peri­ 
ence in the petroleu m indu stry than 
any other of the men who 
hav e be- 
j come rich in the Standard Oil grou p. 
Mr. Rogers’ first w ife died fou rteen

rector of the U nited States Steel cor- j 
poration. the Union Pacific railroad, 
the Atchison. Topeka and Santa Fe. 
the Tennessee Copper com pany , the 
G u aranty T ru st com pany , the Atlas 
Tack com pany , the New Jersey and 
Staten Island Ferry com pany , the Chi­ 
cago, M ilw au kee and St. Pau l rail­ 
road and sev eral other corporations. 
Mr. Rogers w as born in 18 40 a t Mat- 
tapolsett. Mass.. w here his ancestors 
had liv ed from colonial day s. 
He a t­ 
tended the Fairliav en high school and 
w as gradu ated in the first class that 
ev er 
left the school. 
H e told his 
friends of later y ears how the seats in 
tha t schoolhou se u sed to cram p his 
long legs and how, in com plaining to 
the teacher one day , he had v owed 
tha t if ev er he got rich he wou ld bu ild 
a schoolhou se in which boy s cou ld be ' 
com fortable. 
H is v ery first gift to the 
tow n of Fairhav en afte r he had be­ 
come a m an of w ealth w as a school­ 
hou se w hich cost $7 5,000. 
Fairhav en In the day s w hen Rogers 
left high school w asn’t teem ing w ith 
opportu nities for an am bitiou s y ou th. 
T he high school gradu ate tried his 
hand first a t selling new spapers for 
w ant of better em ploy m ent, bu t he 
had to ru n ov er to New Bedford to 
find enou gh people to m ake the thing 
pay . 
A little ex perience in tha t line satis­ 
fied him tha t there w as a better open­ 
ing in a store. 
H e held his place as 
clerk for fiv e y ears a t $3 a week and 
board. 
Then he tried his hand as bag­ 
gagem aster on the branch 
railroad 
w hich ran throngh Fairhav en. 
T hat 
Job paid $1.16 a day . 
The pay roll of 
the 
road 
show ing 
his 
receipts for 
w ages and also nu m erou s grocery bills 
tha t he signed are kept as interesting 
relics in the tow n now. 
Mr. Rogers, like m any an am bitiou s 
y ou ng 
New 
Englander, 
started 
for 
Pennsy lv ania in the early six ties to 
seek his fortu ne in the petroleu m bu si­ 
ness. 
H e knew nothing abou t it ex - 
cep* w hat he had read in the new spa­ 
pers. 
H e q ad m arried Miss Abbie T. 
G ilford of Fairhav en, and together 
they set ou t for the new land. T heir 
stay in Pennsy lv ania w as for only six 


y ears ago. 
In 18 9 6 he m arried Em elle 
A u gu sta Randel, dau ghter of the head 
of the diam ond firm of Randel, Bare- 
more & Billings. 
She had been Mrs. 
Lu ciu s R. H art, bu t bad div orced her 
hu sband and obtained permission to 
u se her maiden name. 
Mr. Rogers had spent, it is estim ated, 
$3,000,000 in m aking Fairhav en. his 
boy hood home, a model tow n. JJls first 
gift, as already told, w as the school­ 
hou se. 
A fter tha t cam e a tow n hall. 
The M illicent library , a m em orial to 
his dau ghter, cost $360,000. 
To the 
U nitarian chu rch he gav e a grou p of 
bu ildings, the total ou tlay hav ing been 
abou t $1,000,000. 
This gift was in 
memory of his first wife. 
Mr. Rogers 
bu ilt a beau tifu l borne in Fairhav en, 
and m any of his happiest hou rs w ere 
spent there. 
Mr. Rogers’ interest in 
his old tow n becam e so deep tha t a 
few y ears ago he accepted the office 
of su perintendent of streets, a post 
which paid him $3 a day . 
It is esti­ 
m ated tha t Mr. Rogers spent fu lly 
$100,000 of his own money on the 
streets and roads 6f Fairhav en. 
The 
sew ers and w aterw orks also w ere bu ilt 
largely w ith his money . 
L ast y ear he 
carried his patronage to the ex tenr of 
giv ing 
the 
teachers 
in 
the 
pu blic 
schools $1,000 each for their v acation. 
H e bu ilt a beau tifu l three story Ma­ 
sonic hall in the tow n and req u ested 
tha t the lodge shou ld be nam ed afte r 
C aptain George II. Taber, for “Cap­ 
tain T aber,” said Mr. Rogers, “is the 
finest m am I ev er knew, w ith a heart 
as big as a n 0% and lov e enou gh for 
the whole world,” Among Mr. Rogers’ 
other philanthropies w as the pu rchase 
of the old Lewis G. M orris homestead, 
•n 
Morris heights, for an orphans’ 
home u nder fhe m anagem ent of the 
Chu rch' of the Messiah. 
Mr. Rogers had come in for his share 
of the trou ble tha t has arise:* for the 
Standard Oil men ont of the federal 
and state agitation against the com­ 
pany . 
Mr. Rogers testified in the pro­ 
ceedings that w ere brou ght against the 
company by the state of Missou ri, and 
he had said tha t he w as ready to ap­ 
pear as a fitne s s in other actions 
whenev er his testim ony w as needed. 


Mr. Rogers was a man of striking 
appearance 
He was also a man of 
great geniality . 
He was alw ay s fond 
of a joke and knew how to crack one. 
He was once asked how he managed 
to su cceed so well in the world. 
He 
replied: 
“By working as hard as any body 1 
ev er saw or read abou t.” 
In 1S97 Mr. Rogers, at the behest of 
a representativ e of the D anish gov ­ 
ernm ent, brou ght to the attention of 
the federal gov ernm ent the fact that 
Denm ark desired to sell to the United 
States the Danish W est Indies. 
The 
ou tbreak of the Spanish w ar stopped 
the negotiations a t tha t time, and this 
brief connection of Mr. Rogers w ith 
the m atter w as m ade the basis of sen­ 
sational stories which had Mr. Rogers 
ow ning the United States senate. 
Mr. Rogers is su rv iv ed by his wife 
and fou r children—H enry H. Rogers, 
Jr.; Anne, who became Mrs. W. E. 
Benjam in; Clara, whose first hu sband, 
Bradford Du ff, died fou r or fiv e y ears 
ago and who afterw ard m arried Ur- 
ben H. Brou ghton of Chicago, and 
Mae, who also m arried twice. 
Mr. Rogers’ New York city home 
w as a t 3 E ast Sev enty -eighth street. 
The social organizations to which he 
belonged inclu ded the Union Leagu e 
clu b, 
the 
M etropolitan, 
Lotos, 
En­ 
gineers’, New York Y acht and Seawan- 
aka-C orinthian Yacht. 
He was also a 
m em ber of the Am erican Fine A rts 
and New England societies, the Amer­ 
ican M u seu m of N atu ral H istory , the 
M u nicipal A rt Society and others. 
H ere is the sort of talk tha t Rogers 
gav e to y ou ng men: 
“Don’t be a pessim ist. 
Believ e in 
y ou rself and y ou r cou ntry . 
W e are 
entering u pon an era of dev elopm ent 
and prosperity u nparalleled in the his­ 
tory of the world. 
The y ou ng man 
who realizes this fact is the y ou ng 
m an who will su cceed.” 
Mr. Rogers w as a handsom e man. 
Tall, lithe, straight as an arrow , he 
I tow ered fa r abov e the crowd any - 
! where. 
H is face was lean and clear 
j cu t, the strong protru ding jaw of the 


j fighting man attracting attention to 
him at once. 
Bu t the sev erity of his 
lower face w as reliev ed by a tw in­

“I hav e lieen ham m ered for y ears,”

A story is told of Rogers which is 
w orth repeating. 
A y ou ng man in New York who had 
the sam e nam e and initials as Mr 
Rogers freq u ently 
^ ce iv ed throu gh 


j the m ail letters which were intended 
i for the Standard Oil man. 
One day 
he receiv ed a bill for a new flag fu r­ 
nished to Mr. Rogers’ y a c ht w hich he 
, mailed to him w ith the follow ing note: 
Dear Sir—I receiv ed the inclo sed bill in­ 
tended fo r y o u. as 1 am no t fo rtunate 
eno ug h to o wn a y acht Ho wev er, 
1 will 
I pay y o ur bill if y o u will tell me the best 
I time to buy Standard Oil. 
H e receiv ed the following reply : 
Dear Sir—Yo ur no te at hand. 1 will be 
g lad to pay my o wn bill. 
The best time 
to buy Standard Oil is between 10 and 2. 
One of the traditions a t the Stand­ 
ard Oil bu ilding was tha t Rogers a r­ 
riv ed and departed ex actly a t 10:30 in 
the m orning and 3:30 in the afternoon. 
One m orning the v eteran w atchm an 
who stood at the Broadw ay entrance 
to the bu ilding w as seen to take ou t 
his w atch when Mr. Rogers hu rried 
in, look at it and confidently set it for­ 
w ard ten minu tes, for am ong the dis­ 
tingu ished characteristics of Mr. Rog­ 
ers w as a regard tha t alm ost am ou nt­ 
ed to a rev erence for time. 
Mr. Rogers rou nded ou t his life work 
by constru cting the Virginia railroad, 
which is 442 miles in length and cost 
$40,000,000. 
The road, w hich tops the 
ra st bitu m inou s coal fields of W est Vir­ 
ginia, was alm ost entirely bu ilt with 
Mr. Rogers’ own money .
